First Tests Conducted On Thursday 


Sewerage facilities at Glades State Prison Farm went into

The operation marks the first time a state institution has 
ever used the facilities of a municipality. Under the contract of 


operation, the state pays a flat 
rate of $425 per month for the 
first two million, 500 thousand 
gallons of water which posses 
through the plant from the pri- 
son, and a graduated rate from 
17 to 13 cents per thousands gal- 
lons up to seven million gallons 
per month then 13 cents per 
thousand gallons over that 
point. 

Belle Glade's Sewage Treat- 
ment Plant Operator James F. 
Moon said this week that the 
flow averaged 150,000 gallons 
per day prior to the Apr. 28 
hook-up of the farm and that 
an additional 93,000 gallons per 
day average increase was noted 
when the prison plant -began 
operation. 

The 93,000-gallon flow was 
realized. from line washing and 
testing, and the total plant flow 
will probably double to nearer 
300,000 gallons-per-day when 
the prison system is fully in 
operation, he said.

on technological changes. 
Negro Workers 

One of every ten workers is 
a Negro. Many are not being 
used to their fullest capabilit- 
ies, and the kind of jobs in 
which Negroes are employed 
are substantially different from 
those of other workers, The 
U. S. Department of Labor sug- 
gests through its survey results 
that these job differences will 
be less pronounced in the fut- 
ure. As stated earlier in this 
series, the advent of automa- 
tion, particularly in the agri- 
cultural field, tends to indicate 
that large numbers of Negro 
field workers must be relocat- 
ed in other related or totally 
different fields of endeavor. 

Farm Workers 

The number of persons living 
on farms has decreased sub- 
stantially over the years. The 
movement of farm people to 
urban areas Has been one of 
the major trends of this cent- 
ury. 

The picture reflects in part 
the continuing reduction in 
farm manpower requirements. 
Young people are leaving the 
farm in greater proportion than 
any other age group. They will 
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need the kind of educations and 
guidance that will help them 
adjust to work and to compete 
for the better jobs in nonfarm 
settings. People who remain on 
the farm will also need better 
education and training. 

Farming as a business re- 
quires more knowledge and 
skill to operate effectively. 
Many more farm jobs require 
special skill and training. Many 
more of our farm population 
depend partly on nonfarm jobs 
to supplement their incomes. 
Almost one-third of all income 
of farm residents comes from 
non-agricultural sources. 

Part-Time Workers 

More people will choose to 
work part time. Sixteen mil- 
lion persons will be part-time 
workers in 1970, a 30% increase 
from 1960. There will be a large 
increase in the number of per- 
sons able and willing to work 
only part time. 

This will occur because most 
of the labor force growth will 
be among young people, many 
of whom will still be in school, 
ond among adult women, many 
of whom will still have home 


responsibilities. 

The increase in the number 
of part-time workers will pro- 
vide employers with a flexible 
manpower supply; however, 
other industries as well as trade 
and service will have to re- 
schedule more of their jobs to 
a part-time basis if this large 
supply of workers is to be used 
effectively.
